At the central service in Jerusalem, held 
at Hechal Shlomo, Chief Rabbi Isser Unter~ 
mann condemned “those who continue to- 
day to practise anti-Semitism.”

WARSAW (UP). — Tae expulsion of 
another 13 perzons—most ot them believed 
te be Jewish --- from the Polish Commanist 
Party was disclosed yosterday by the 
Party's paper, “Trybuna Ludu." They in- 
clude a former censor and deputy directors 
in industrial ministries. 

The paper Usted most of the expelled 

ms as “former” holders of positions, 
indicating they had also been dismissed 
from their jobs. 

Those expelled included Josjasz Szechter, 
father of Adam Michnik. one of the 53 
sindents expelled from Warsaw University 
last month which set off three days of 
clashes between police and students, He 
was accused of taking an “anti-party, anii- 
socialist politica] stand.” He is Jewish. 

Adam Brombers. fired as dircctor of the 
seicntific publishing house, was expelled 
for lack of political supervision and lack 
of ideological control of the publishing 
house. 

The publishing house came under fire 
several wecks ago, for printing an article 
on concentration camps which claimed that 
most of those who were killed in them 
were Jews. 

MORE RUSSIANS’ 

A recent article in the trade union paper 
“Glos Pracy" said of 6.4 mililon Poles kil- 
led in concentration camps 5.7 million were 
Jews. However, it said ubout 4.7 million 


.Soviet prisoners of war also died in the 


camps, a “tragic fact" which it said is 
ignored by “Zionists.” 

Also hit by the expulsions was Wilhelm 
Strasser, a former Stalinist, fired as a 
censor recently and accused of allowing the 
death camp article to appear. He is Jewish 
and a former pre-1956 director of the Polish 
news agency PAP. 

In the industrial fleld the director of the 
Institute of Building Technique, a depart- 
mental director in the Ministry of Light 
Inaustry, a director and deputy director In 
the Committee for Problems of Small In- 
dustry, a deputy departmental director in 
the Ministry of Building Materials, and a 
former deputy director in the Electronics 
Institute were expelled. 

A former departmental director in the 
Ministry of Health, a director in the Prose- 
cutor General's office, the former chief of 
the Chancellery of Parliament and State 
Council! aud the head of the Asiatic section 
of the Institute for International Affairs 
were also expelled, “Trybuna Ludu” said.

The Volks- 
deutsche (“ethnic Germans’) were espe- 
cially active in this field, and they 
smuggled ali kinds of merchandise into 
Piotrkow. There was a black market also 
im currency which included gold dollar 
pieces, British sovereigns and Russian 
gold rubles, besides German marks and 
Polish zlotys. The municipal organiza- 
tion in the town was still run almost 
entirely by Poles and the Pollsh Police 
were allowed to carry arms. 


Jewish normal life stops 


When the Germans advanced into Pictr- 
kow, Jewish norma} Nfe in the town offi- 
elaly came to a standstill. But in fact 
almost all welfare and political Jewish or- 
ganizations, a5 well as che religious 
groups, carried on their activities ille- 
gally. Jewish children were forbidden to 
attend school, but they ignored the 
chreats of the Germany. Jewish teachers 
wpanized classes underground, under the 
nest dangerous conditions, for children 
who wanted to continue their studies.

very crowded indeed, It was the job of 


the Jewish police to billet the new arri- 
vals, Because of the overcrowding, 8. 
typhus epidemic raged throughout the 
ghetto. 

The first head of the community was 
called Tennenberg. He organized a Jew- 
ish underground movement, to sabotage 
the German restrictions against Jews in 
the ghetto. Mordechai Anilewicz, the lead- 
er of the Warsaw Ghetto Revolt, came 
to organize the Piotrkow underground 
movement, and contact was maintajned 
with him until the Warsaw uprising. 
Apparently someone detected these con- 
tacts and reported the activities of Ten- 
nenberg and his colleagues, with the re- 
sult that in March, 1941 almost the 
whole Judenrat were deported to Ausch- 
witz, Then another Judéenrat was set up 
headed by 3 Warszawski, who more or 
less met German demands. 

There was a daily newspaper in the 
ghetto in Polish, called “Gazeta Zydow- 
ske” (The Jewish Newspaper). It reported 
the news within the ghetto, and from other 
ghettoee as well. It tried to follaw news of 
the battles at the front and other war 
stories. The Judenruf was the nerve centre 
of the loca] Jewish community It had 
its own kosher kitchea, supplied matcot 
for Passover, ran a well-organized social 
and welfare service, hut nevertheless it 
could not meet the needs of the sick 
and the poor. Its activities were financed 
hy the well-to-do Jews who were forced 
to pay taxes to the Judenrat.

The High Holidays approached; and 
there was a tense atmosphere in the air. 
Ali synagogues were filled to capacity.

On 
the eve of Yom Kippur, the news reached 
us that in nearby Czestochowa, Ver~ 
nichtungs kommandos (extermination com- 
mandos! were already cordoning off the 
town and the dreaded ektions had begun. 
To the Piotrkow Jews, it became appa- 
rent that their chances of survival were 
very slim, and that dark days were ap- 
proaching. They hegan to look for ways 
to save themselves. Some managed to 
pass themselves off as “Aryans,” or 
were able to pay a Christian to hide 
them outside the ghetto. Others built dug- 
outs and bunkers where they hid them- 
selves, Many Jewish girlg married Jew- 
ish policemen, in the hope that by doing 
60 they would save themselves. Great wag 
the despair and heartache of parents who 
failed to secure a place of hiding for 
their childrea. 

Jews from the surrounding towns were 
Griven into the Piotrkow ghetto, bringing 
the number there to about 25,000. In the 
choking atmosphere of the approaching 
“action.” the Jews were unable to organize 
any self-defence, although a number of 
Jewisa partisans were active in the near- 
by woods. Ar the beginning of autumn, 
Ukrainian and Lithuanian units 
attuched to the German army began to 
strzant into Piotrkow, We felt as though 
the alr was polsoned. Armed Ukrainians 
and Lithuasians roamed around the ghet- 
to. and began invading Jewish homes, 
taking watches and jewellery. They made 
anti-Semitic renvarks. It became clear 
toat the Jews were to he sent away, but 
we did not know where and when, or 
hew many would be taken.

linka. “Most families were torn apart. 
‘Me cries of the children, fathers, mo~ 
thers, sisters and brothers rent the air as 
the Germans went forward, whipping and 
shooting their victims. Many of those who 
were on the right side ran over to the 
left in’ the hope that they would not he 
parted from their relatives. The children 
from the Jewish Orphanage were sent 
off together with their nurses and teach- 
ers, During the selection, armed Ukrain- 
jans robbed the victims of alt their valu- 
ables and personal belongings. 


The akfion lasted eight days. Every 
second day, groups of 5,000 were pushed 
into railway tricks and sent off to 
Treblinks. There were aboul 130 pepPle 
in each truck. Before being pushed jaiv 
the wagons the victims were ordered to 
take off their clothes and shoes. The de- 
portation was carried out in a most ex- 
pert manner. The Germans examined their 
human cargo and then loaded them for- 
cibly, like cattle, into the trucks to be 
butchered. Jews were driven from the 
nearby towns of Sulejow and Prcyglow 
straight ‘into the trucks. The sick and 
the weak, who could sot niove fast 
enough, were shot on the spot. ‘The whole 
route Was scattered with dead bodies. 
Altogether, over 20.000 Jews were de- 
ported during the liquidation of the ghet- 
ta, 

On the morning of the ektion 1 went 
to work at the glass factory as usual. 
As soon a5 the Juediache Orduungsdienst 
had ushered us out of the ghetto the 
Ukrainians started to fire in the air. 
The Lithuanians in their black uniforms 
were terrifying. They looked like hang- 
men conung to take their victims to the 
gallows. 

The Jewish workers in (he factories 
saw the tragic outcome of the eight- 


day «aiction. The traius carrying the vie- 
tins passed the Hortensia and Kara glass 
fuctoties, I was among the Hortensla 
workers who watched and waited for the 
transports to pass. Thee were heart- 
breaking scenes. But even at such tragic 
moments the Polish workers sneered at 
us: “It won't help you working here, 
sooner or later you will be taken away. 
They'll make soap of you: They'll make 
marmalade of you." And indeed during 
the eight-day aktien selections were made 
at the Hortensia headed by Gestapo offi- 
cer Herman. We were lined up, and a 
list was read out by one of the factory 
directors, Those catled out had to go to 
the left and guards took them away [λα 


+ duediately, 


In the evening, the fourth train passed 
by, IL was raining hurd. Many Jewish 
workers were again waiting outside the 
factory, I among them. I was hoping tu 
find my sister and other relatives, Some 
workers who were brought to the factory 
during the aktion told me that they saw 
my sister among those who were sent 
off. I saw -many people craning thelr 
heads out through the narrow windows 
of the train, hoping to see some of their 
relatives. They were waving and shout- 
ing: “Rementber us. goodbye, remember 
us.” Some were calling: “Take revenge. 
take revenge!" Others were throwing out 
letters and notes. The guards beat them 
cruelly and pushed thelr heads back into 
the train with their rifles. I locked and 
looked fur my sister, but I did not find 
her. 1 searched among the letters and 
notes which we picked up. but there 
was no sign of anything written by her. 
I knew in my heart that I had lost my 
sister for good — I knew IT would never 
see her again. In that massive aktion 
I lost nearly all my father's relativiy. 


Just can’t stop shooting 


After the aktion there remained in 
Piotrkow 5.000 so-caHed “legal” Jews 
who worked in important Gernian fac- 
tories, as well as members of the Juden- 
rat, the Jewish police and their families, 
and privileged workers who were spared 
during the aktion by a Gestapo officer, 
“Master Glette” for work in thé Befehi- 
Stelle of which he was in chage. The 
task of the workers in the Befehistetie 
was to clear the houses of the Jews 
who were sent away and to load the 
contents onto trucks which were sent 
away to Germany. I had two cousins, 
brothers, working in the Befehistefle, un- 
der the supervision of “Master Gliette.” 
Everyday when they came back from 
work they used to tell us of the murders 
committed bv “Master Glette." “He just 
they said. Among 
Master Glette's favourite victims were 
little boys; he liked killing little boys. 


When the Bejehistelle workers had 
finished their job they were also loaded on 
the trucks, taken to the Jewish cemetery 
and were all shot under the personal 
command of “Master Glette.” My two 
cousins wére also murdered in this brutal 
aktion. ; 

A short time after the “big aktion” 
there was a “childrens' aktion.” The Gcs- 
tapo ordered that al] the children of 
the “Small Ghetto” be brought out. One 
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woman refused to give up her baby, as 
it was still breast-fed; her breast was 
cut off and teken away together. with 
the baby. 

After this aktion only a small num- 
ber of hiddea children remained in the 
“Small Ghetto.” 

During the months of November-Decem- 
ber, 1942, a new wave of aktions swept 
the ghetto, and large groups of “illegals” 
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Were collected in the empty synagogue, 
from. where they were tuken to the near. 
hy Rakow woods und shot. WhiJe they 
were kept in the synagogue the Ukrainiag 
guards used to shoot at them through 
the windows, 

A barbarous scene oveurred vutside the 
synagogue, when armed Ukrainians, un- 
der the command of Second Lieutenant 
Lukner, took out vight children, put 
them in basins and burned them alive. 

Around Purim time, 1943. word went 
around that there was guing to be an 
exchange of prisoners, whereby Jews 
would be allowed to go to Fualeatine in 
refurn for Germans living in Sharona, 
Palestine. 

A Gerniun lorry stopped outside the 
ghetto, The Germsns said that in the 
meantime only a contingent of ten Jews 
was needed. These had ta be intellectuals 
with diplomas. Among the ten taotellec- 
tuals destined to be immigrants to Pales- 
tine was the head of the Jewlsh police, 
4a lawyer by profession, who wax sup- 
posed to have had influence with the 
Gestapo. The ten were told to dress io 
thefr Subbath clothes and then taken tu 
the Jewish cemetery and shot. The ex- 
planation was that this was a reprisal for 
the “ten sons of Haman." 

In july, 1943, Piotrkow wan officially 
declared “Judenrein" (free of Jews!. With 
the ultimate liquidatlon of the “Siogll 
Ghetto" the remnants of the svlected 
Jews were divided into three groups: 
une part consisting of 1,500 workers 
were sent away to camps in Blyrzin 
ithis camp manufactured uniforms for 
the German Army) where they suffered 
hunger aod typhus. The second group 
were a few hundred workers from the 
Kara and Hortensia glass iactories, who 
were taken to live on the factory pre- 
mises: and the third group of approxi- 
mately 1,000 workers, including the Ju- 
denrat and the Jewish Police, were taken

out to woods for disposal, as Germans seek to erase traces of Holocaust shortly before advancing American troops arrive. 


to live in the wood factory at the Bugal 
Li-Fi works, The retuaiuder why had πὸ 
permanent pluce of work were executed. 
At the main railway station a shield was 
put Up on which was written “Piotrkow 
dudenrein” — Piotrkow is free of Jews. 
Thus, the majority of the remaining 
Jews were concentrated in the Bugai 
factory, Whose managers, Dietrich and 
Fischer, were from Berlin. They were in- 
terested in the efficient functioning of 
their plant so that they would not be 
taken to the army and sent to the 
front ine. To achieve this they demon- 
strated to the Gestapo that their factory 
wus highly disciplined and that they 
were true and leyal to the Nazi cause. 
One day, Dietmch tock out 13 Jewish 
workers on thelr way to work and ore 
dered two 5.5. men to shoot them. They, 
were shot on the spot im the factory. 


The second director, Fischer, had two 
dogs. One wus named Yips and the 
other Hazer, Hazer was trained to kill 
in a wost bestis] Manner by biting the 
sexual organ of bis victim. Yips used to 
jump on Jewish workers, tear their 
clothes off, frighten them and leave them 
naked. These twy directors’ greatest plea~ 
sure was to watch their dogs at work 

The workers in the glass factory con< 
sisted of 729 Jews which included also 
a small number of women and children. 

As the Russian Army advanced into 
Poland a number of camps were eva- 
ecuated. 


Thus, on November 26, 1944, the laet 
Jewish workers at the glass factories 
and Bugat were split up. Some were 
sent to the Czestochowa ammunition fac- 
tories, and the rest, including myself, 
were sent to the famous Buchenwald 
concentration camp. As the Russians cone 
Hnued their sdvance, we were trans- 
ferred to Schlieben and finally to The~ 
resienstadt, where we were Uberated by 
the Russians in May, 1945,

T was 22 years ago, in the same 

wet, autumn month, and now Iam 
here again. The town is the same; small, 
quaint, transflgurr-d by Oktoberfest into 
ano even more ταν adavned music box; 
and the people are the same: sweet, 
happy, smiling. kindly uvurians ready 
to thrust their joy and a mug of new 
heer to ΔΩΥ͂ und all comers, Everything 
is the same. It reeks of warmth and 
humanity. Everything, thit is, except — 
a short kilometre sway, spread across 
Several acres of fertile lund, the Dachau 
concentration camp. 

Twenty-two years have brought change 
to Dachau. The wails surrounding the 
camp are a ‘it tua regular and well 
palnted. The grass in the rentral com- 
pound is « toucn too green aod park- 
like. The barracks buildings. that once 
housed the doomed, are today a trifle 
too tidy and the bunks saside have been 
reconstructed, fashioned vf new wood and 
metal that none wf the million dead ever 
lay upon. 

Even the buth-house, the dreaded 
“Brausebad" that spewed lethal Cyclon 
B gos on the «unsuspecting inmates, has 
been Kissed by time and transformed 
into ἃ rather Innocuousty spartan and 
Fleasant room. 

The Crematorium with ovens designed 
to char several thuusand hndles vf men. 
women and children eavh week, has taken 
on the holy semtblunce uf a mausoleum: 
gecerously wreathed and garlanded by 
dJlowers deft by sad or ἀν visitars 
tokens of rer iation, 


For a mont the 
memorial at Dazhau, intpossible: 
tor me to return to that thue 22 years 


ago when Dachau humined, blexted and 
screamed with activity us the ovens 
hurned day and night to erase the last 
vestige of human evidence that could 
point a finger at Man in his most grotes- 
que and tchuman shape. For when we

R. EDWARD Heath, the leader of the 
British Conservative Opposition, by 
his swift and bold decision to drop his 
colleague, Mr. Enoch Powell, from his 
shadow-Cabinet position as defence spokes- 
men, has fractured the precarious unity 
which he had been at pains -to patch to- 
gether on the delicate issue of race rela- 
tons, : 
Mr. Powell's week-end speech, calling 
for an almost-complete stop to immigra-. 
tion, with the clear implication that if 
immigrants whose families were still 
abroad did not accept inducements to re- 
turn where they came from they would 
either have to stay disunited or be made 
te leave, left Mr. Heath no decent option. 
The tone of the speech, even more than 
its content, wes Inflammatory and racial- 
ist, Its outright rejection of the Govern- 
ment’s new bill to combat racial discrim- 
ination {n housing, employment and other 
fields went far beyond the Opposition's 
agreed policy of cautious dissent. And, 
finally, the timing of the speech, on the 
eve of the second reading debate on the 
new bili, and the surreptitious way in 
which Br. Powell spoke, without consult- 
ing his colleagues, and by putting out the 
text of his speech direct to the press in- 
stead of channelling it through party head- 
quarters, was a direct challenge to Mr. 
Heath's personal position as leader.

The fate of one child 


By FELA Rac 

FTER the Cracow Ghetto was liqui- 

dated at the end of 1942 the Nazis 
brought us to the Plasrow concentration 
camp. Bullt on the site of a former Jew- 
ish cemetery, it was paved with brdéken 
tuinbstones, while its synugogue was used 
us ἃ stable and a forge. 

We women were squeezed into bar- 
racks un one side of the camp, while 
the men lived similarly on the ather 
side, but we were allowed to meet after 
work. My nusband worked In the food 
atores, I worked as a servant in the Ger- 
man officers’ quarters, and our five-year- 
οἷά daughter, who lived in my barracks, 
at first speat her days keeping out of 
sight of the Germans, who often came 
round on Inspection. A ten-year-old girl 
who lived in the same block took care 
ot her. 

One day, after all our children were 
rebilleted by order in a Separate block, 
I learnt by chance that they were all 
due to be deported and murdered. I was 
too paralysed to think or -act, at first. 
Then, ‘somehow, I decided I would have 
to do something, to run and plead for 
the chance of saving my daughter. 

At six o'clock the following morning, I 
stood and waited outside the door of one 
of the new German officers, specially 
assigned to our camp to organize the 
children's deportation. A hig, stout man, 
he was astonished when he appeared 
at the door and saw me waiting. 


“Help me to keep my daughter in the 
camp,” I pleaded, Pretending suprise at 
the news of the deportation, he started 
shouting that he had no idea it was 
planned. “What do you Jews here think 
you are doing," he roared. But I wag 
So desperute that I was not put off by 
him, aod told him I knew the deporta- 
tion was to begin within an hour and 
hegged tor her again. Suddenly I recall- 
ed that when I had cleaned this officer's 
room the day before, I had seen a photo- 
graph on his desk — his wife and little 
daughter. In ἃ flash I said: “Just ima- 
gine your wife standing before an Amer- 
ican officer, asking him to let her 
daughter stay with her and not be taken 
away.” 


He turned pale and silent. I saw that 
a tremendous struggle was taking place 
inside him. A moment passed, and be 
told me to write down the girl's name 
and leave the slip of paper on his desk. 
Then he added: “If any one child isleft 
In this camp, yours will be the second.” 


I waited and prayed for elght long. 


hours. Then I learnt he had kept his 
promise. A handful of children stayed in 
the camp, and my daughter was one of 
, them, 

One lesson I learnt during World War 
Ἢ — never lose hope, never give in, 
fight as long as you have any breath left 
in you.

sition to immigration and integration. 

After a good deal of heart-searching. Mr. 
Heath and his shadow Cabinet had reached 
@ compromise between support for the 
Government's new bili and outright rejec-- 
Hon of any legislative action against ra- 
cial discrimination, Instead of supporting 
the ὈΝῚ but seeking to amend it in com- 
mittee, as had been expected, they decided 
to offer amendments. 

The reason: why, after much debate, the 
shadow Cabinet decided on this change of 
tactics was that, following a very fully-at- 
tended meeting of the party’s home affairs 
committee, It seemed clear that the num- 
ber of BLP.s who would rebel if the party 
supported the bill was not 30 or 40 — 
which might have been tolerable — but 
more Jike twice that number.

Late mail delivery 


Our postal services alra at delivering 
all missives within a day of their des- 
patch. One million are mailed daily, This 
calls for a smooth functioning of collec- 
tion from mail boxes (or from sacks of 
mall arriving from abroad) sorting and 
delivery. The Controller found delays 
when collectors could not open the boxes 
or when their vehicles broke down. Check- 
jng of collections from boxes was inade- 
quate or non-existent In Jerusalem and 
Haifa, Postmen were sent on their rounds 
with only part of the mail in their bags. 
To ease the heavy pressure in Tel Aviv, 
δι sorting machize was installed. Its work 


‘is suspended at 30 p.m. at night, before 


fits work is done, because the sorting 
staf’ cannot keep pace with it. At the 
end of 1965 a study was made by ex- 
perts on how to derive full advantage 
from the machine. They made their re- 
port within a month, Their recommenda- 
tions have remained a dead letter so far. 
The Post Office claims sorting errors 
te} from 2.6 per cent in mid-1986 to 
‘one per cent last September. The Con- 
troller doubts the figure. Checks are too 
few and far between to be conclusive, 
he says. 

The Ta Aviv sorting machine, the Post 
Office explains, cannot be fully utilized 
because it would involve the replacement 
of veteran workers handicapped by age. 
Delivery methods in other countries are 
being studied to see whether an efficient 
method can be developed here.

Eilat fishing: Expansion rate 
far exceeds the practical 


TH State Controller asks why the 
Ministry of Agriculture and its de- 
partment of Fisheries had been in such 
ἃ hurry to build a new fishing wharf 
at Ellat. This construction should, ac- 
cording to the original plans, have been 
able to accommodate four 40-metre long 
trawlers, five 20-metre vessels and pro- 
vide space for the berthing of seven 
fishing bosts. One of the reasons given 
for the urgency of the project was, ac- 
cording to the Department of Fisheries, 
the need for ἃ refrigerated storehouse 
and a packaging shed, neither of which 
have. been built to date. Furthermore, the 
quantity of fish brought to Eilat during 
the year under review — some 800 tons 
— did not warrant construction of 2 
refrigerated storehouse nor the packag- 
ing shed, since the catches were trans- 
ferred direct from the ships to refrigerat~- 
ed vans, In view of this the Controller 
believes that the construction of the 
wharf could have been delayed and the 
ae. fishing wharf, now standing idle, be 
used. 


The Treasury's reply states that the 
Port 
master glon -— that if is o long-term 
project and shouki therefore not be 
measured by short-term criteria. 


The financial guarantee provided by 
the Ministry to cover up to 90 per cent 
of the deficits incurred by the Red Sea 
fishing fleet is unlikely to induce the 
boats to raise productivity. Such a sub- 
sidy is in opposition to the Ministry's 


. own policies formulated in 1963. Depart- . 


ment of Fisheries lacked the trained per- 
sonnel to sheck the boats’ accounts — 
which were accepted at their face value 
and not even inspected by a qualified 
accountant. 


Treasury: the 90 per cent deficit co- 
verage applies only to the actual opera- 
tional costa of the fleet. 


One of the two fishing companies ope- 
rating in the Red Sea discontinued its 
activities in 1985 — selling its equip- 
Ment to 8. second company which esked 
the Ministry for ἃ grant of 1L310,000. 

Three boats worth 1L620,000 were sold 
to this company for substantially less 
than their actual value and two of these 
ships were later sold again —- not for 


operations in the Red’ Sea — thus reduc» 
ing the scope of fishing activities inthe 
sea. The assistance made available to 
this company was thus not in line with 
the purpose for which it was given. 

Treasury: the special conditions offer- 
ed {to the company which continued 
operations) were an atiempt to avoid its 
closing down as well, and the ships were 
sold to it in view of the fact that there 
were πὸ other local buyers to bid for 
them αἱ the time. 

Milk Prices: 

The Controller says the Ministry of 
Agriculture (which determines the whole- 
sale and resale price of milk im conjituc- 
tion with the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry and the Milk Marketing Board) 
should check periodically the various 
component data used to determine the 
milk price. 

Such check should be based on up-to- 
date figures of production costs and also 
take productivity figures into account. 

Treasury reply: Experience has proved 
that the only way of determining milic 
prices ia the present system which is 
based o% cost-increases of the various 
production-cost components, 

Recent price increases of drinking milk 
have not only deprived milk — a popular 
commodity :—- of its former Government 
subsidy but in effect caused milk to 
subsidise other and more expensive milk 
products ~— including some not even sub- 
ject to price controls. 

Treasury: The present situation has 
come about by coincidence. Most milk 
produce — not only mitk — are essential 
and pugular products. When price levels 
are determined the requirements of the 
producers as well as those of the con- 
sumers have to be taken tuto account. 


Vegetable Marketing Board: 

The Board was found to have given 
Joans to its staff members for the pur- 
chase of cars. Interest rates were set 
at four and 2 half per cent and the loang 
were returnable over ἃ period of four 
years without linkage. Other loans were 
given without interest at all. 

Treasury: The Board now πὸ longer 
gives loans aport from aid for the re- 
newal of vehicles and in aocordances 
with conditions given to State employecs.

He for his part. continued 
Justice Witkon, did not think 
that the Union did have an 
independent existence, de- 
spite allusions to it in vari- 
ous documents and laws, but 
thought that it was part of 
the General Histadrut. Since 
that was the ease, it was 
obvious that non-members of 
the Histadrut hed no right 
to vote for officers of the 
Union as only Histadrut 
Members are entitled to parti- 
cipate in such elections.

In shori, concluded Justice

To this purpose, 
the first Council of the Union 
had been elected by all the 
State employees, irrespective 
of their political affiliations. 
Representation of alt 
State employces, and denial 
of the right to vote to part 
of them, he continued, vas 
a contradiction in terms. 
For in a free society there 
can be πὸ representation 
without suffrage. Nor could 
the institutions of the Union, 
which have been in office for 
the last 15 years on the 
strength of the election of 
the first National Council by 
all the State employees, now 
inform part of those em- 
Ployees that they have no 
Standing in the existing 
Union and can go and form 
their ovm Union.

Timna copper finds 


: at Ha’aretz Museum 
TEL AVIV. — Original smelting furnaces 
and copper slag pits, 38 centuries old, are 
on show in the new Nechushtan Pavilion 
of Museum Ha'aretz here, opened yester- 
day. According to Dr. Beno Rothenberg, 
who spent foyr seasons digging in. the 
Timna copper mines, these were the -only 
fully preserved specimens of copper smelt- 
* ing apparatus in the world, and date from 
the 18th century ΒΟ. The exhibits are 
Placed behind glass against a background 
of photographs of Wadi Timna taken by 
Dr. Rothenberg: 


There were four periods during which 
copper was mined in. the Timna region, 
Dr. Rotherberg said. Revently, he dis- 
‘covered a Turkish site in Ras el-Nakeb, 
where the metal was extracted to serve 
in the making of weapons. The workers 
in the Iron Age, according to him, were 
Moabites, to judge by the great amount 
‘o£ Moabite pottery in Timna. “But they 
were probably Indo-European intruders, 
not the original inhabitants of the Region,” 
Dr. Rothenberg speculates.

Kol Yisrael wll] introduce several changes 
in the times of its news broudeasts, will 
add early morning newa in English and 
French, will have a nightly “magazine,” and 
a Friday nigh, “magazine' lasting 80 
minutes, and will start new light pro- 
grammes, It will add 20 minutes dally to 
the light programme, during the coming 
summer season, which opens on May 5. 

These are the main changes announced 
by Kol Yisrael at ἃ press cotference yester- 
gay by Dr, Yeshayahu Spira, Assistant 
Director in charge of planning, and Mr. 
Yitzhak Shimony, Director of the Light 
Programme. 

The additiona! English news will be 
broadeast at 7 a.m. for 15 minutes, Other 
English news will be broadcast at 1.20 p.m. 
instead of 1 p.m. as at present, and will be 
followed by “Jerusalem Calling.” The even- 
ing news in English will be broadcast at 
830 p.m, instead of 8.45 p.m. All foreign 
news Will be broadcast on the “D" Pro- 
gramme, which at present carries the 
Arabic programmes. 

The extra Enslish news was introduced, 
according to Dr. Spira, not only because 
of the increasing demand for English from 
Israelis and tourists, but also to serve the 
Arab populations of the West Bank, who 
have been deprived of the English news 
once heard from Ramallah. 


NOON NEWS AT 12 


Hebrew news will be broadcast at 15 noon 
instead of 11.20 a.m., and at 8 p.m. instead 
of 830 p.m. The latter service will be fol- 
lowed by a radio magazine jasting until 
9 p.m. This will include the present News- 
reel, supplemented by other features so as 
to give reportage in depth. The newsreel 
will deat with econamic, social and other 
matters as well as political, and will thus 
incorporate “The Day’s Events" and “Pano- 
rama," programmes, which will be discon- 
tinued. 

The Week-End Magazine, lusting 80 
minutes on Friday nights, will begin at 5,10 
pm, will be modelied on the week-end 
Magazines of the newspapers, and will re- 
place “In One Bundle.” 

All programmes for immigrants will be- 
gin at 7 pam. and will be broadcast over 
the “D" wavelength. The present “B” pro- 
gramme will continue till 12 noon with 
extra material for housewives. On Satur- 
days, the “B” programme will be lightened 
and the “A” programme made somewhat 
heavier than has been the practice on Sab- 
baths in the past.

Israeli ships may now 


call home

“It ia being introduced more for prestige 
reasons than ‘n&cessity, as the station r2- 
ceives telegrams in Hebrew, though in La- 
tin charactors coded into Morse. “But the 
Egyptian stations take messages in Arabic 
morse, the Grecks and the Russans dot 
and dash jin their own scripts and so we 
felt that after 20 years of statehzod the 
time has come for us to receive Morse mes- 
sages in Hebrew too.” A. Past Office ufficial 
sald that some passengers on Zim ships 
and crew members of merchant vessels had 
asked for the service to save them the 
bother of transcribing their Hebrew mes- 
gages home in Latin characters, 


For the time being, the service will be one 


in Hebrew 


way only, from the ships to the shore sta- 
tion. This was done because some Israeli 
ships have foreign or non-Hebrew speaking 
radio operators. Every Hebrew-script mes- 
sage will be preceded by a code alerting 
the station operators that a Hebrew mes- 
sage is coming. 


SPECIAL COURSE 

The Post Ministry spokesman, Mr. Z. 
Mizrotski, told The Jerusalem Post that the 
station operators have taken a special 
Hebrew Morse course to prepare them for 
the new service. It will of course be an 
additional headache to the operators, who 
spend their day listening to and decipher- 
ing dots snd dashes. But most of the Ict- 
ters are the same as in Morse, ic. “α΄ be- 
comes aleph and “b" is beth, etc. But “about 
ten Ictters have ἃ completely different code, 
“It was an oxtra effort bul we felt it wes 
worth making.’ 6 station director, Mr, ¥.

From the station. the Hebrew mersages 
will be passed on to the nearest post of- 
fice by Hebrew telex. 
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may prove to be “Men's Corner,” 4 pro- 
gramme modelled on that presented for 
houscwives, but aimed at the domesticated 
male of the home; it will be run by Bomba 
Zur and Shmuel Shai.

— The as yet undisclosed num- 
ber of Skyhawk Α 4 Ε' fighter-bombers — 
or single seat assault planes, as they are 
called here already delivered are a 
valuable addiion to the strike potential of 
Israel's Air Force, Fully loaded (maximum 
take-o) welght is roughly triple their 
empty weight, indicating the unusual [oad 
and yrange factors (which are related) of 
this little plane. The empty weight (before 
fuel and ordnance loads) is 4,469 kgs. 

The planes, just over 125 metres Jong. 
are subsonic with a maximum specd of 1,085 
kph Maximum range with external fuel 
tanks ia 3,20u kma, 

The plane is built by the McDonneil- 
Dooglas company of Long Beach, California, 
and hag been in serial production since 1954. 
So far an overall total of 1,845 planes have 
been built. and the aircraft is on active 
service with both the Australian and U.S. 
navies in Vietnam (from aircraft carriers! 
and with U.S. marines. 

Its ordnance load includes two 20 mm. 
eannons and five external load-carrying 
pylons which can load a wide variety of 
arnis, including rockets and bombs, or ad- 
ditional fuel tanks, 

The ITAF’s new helicopter, known as the 
Bell-205, is a recently developed version of a 
smalizr craft and can, in its enlarged (LAF 
version}, carry a crew of two plus 13 pas- 
sengerx or alternatively six streteher vases. 

Its L-11 turbo-jet engine produce 1,100 
‘horse-power which in turn gives the craf: 
a top speed of 222 kph. — which is fast 
for helicopters. Cruising specd is 193 kph.
